Mr. Mannex says that hundreds of 
thousands of dollars worth of Quincy 
granite could be sold in California and

The 
birthplaces of President John Adams 
and) John Quincey Adams are the 
Mecea of many people who enjoy 
hist ory,especially as they are preserved 
in their ancient simplicity, and have 
many relics of Revolutionary days. 
Then there is the Adams Temple, their 
burial place. The President would also 
enjoy the famous dinners of the Sqaan- 
tum Ton, 


The newspapers which have made 
considerable of the crasade of Mrs, 
Carrie Nation in Kansas were delighted 
when they heard that Henry H. Faxon 
had given the pastors of Quiney 5100 
each for **promotiog the moral, spirit- 


ual social and political welfare of the 
peopie.’’ The newspapers scented sen- 
sational news which the public seem to 
demand, and special men have been 
sent out, not only by the Boston dailies 
but by the New York dailies. The 
newspapers seem delighted when a 
woman or a clergyman takes up a_ fight 
against liquor or vice, as illustrated by 
the appointment of ministers as liquor 
officers, or their election as sheriff. 
Quincy ministers, however, have dis- 
appointed the Metropolitan dailies, and 
said papers have not found the condi- 
tion in this city such as would warrant 
an aggressive fight. Asa Quincy po- 
liceman said, when interviewed, bowl- 
ing alleys do not flourish in this city, 
and the two we had a few years ago 
have closed for lack of support, and the 
buildings converted into stores, Today 
there is only one public bowling alley 
in the city and but two clubs have 
bowling alleys, so that they cannot be 
said to flourish in a city of 25,000. 
The pool reoms are not numerous 
and have a precarious existence, 
Perhaps the millennium has not 
reached Quincy, but people who take 
a pride in their city, may well claim 
that it has less vice than any other 
city of 25,000 population in the world, 
and they dislike to have the impression 
get abroad that it is otherwise, If any

It must be that the taxation com- 
mittee of this year has only a dim 
recollection of the previous contests 
over taxation measures for such a 
measure as this would not haye been 
reported without «dissenters if it had 
been realized how much fight there 
is in such a measure and how un- 
popular the men will be who force it. 
This is not saying that the bill ‘is‘not 
right in purpose, but it will at once 
arouse the hostility of all who resent 
too close inquiry ioto their personal 
affairs. The tight has been made for 
years along the line of bringing out 
more personal property and it is not at 
all probable that this little bill will 
succeed now, in the absence of any 
particular discussion or previous agita- 
tion on for it, in solving the perpetual 
taxation problem. Another feature of 
the bill which will hurt its chances of 
passage is that it requires every one 
who has any income to make sworn 
return of it. This illustrates the lack 
of familiarity of the committee with 
the question, for the law provides for 
an exemption of 32,000 from any in- 
come tax. It is the idea of the com- 
mittee, says Mr. Bliss, that the income 
shall be taxed at the same rate as the 
real and personal property Ile said 


that ifacertain block of stocks 
taxed to the owner, they would stand 
the current rate of taxation and then 
that the income from those same 
stocks would also be taxed at the same 
rate, if the owner had over 32,000 in- 
come, If a stock pays 4 per cent, 
dividend and if taxes are $15 on 941,-

will not try to defend such a_ position 
when they are confronted with it on 
the tloor of the house. Sach a law 
would not be for taxation, but would 
be nearer to actual contiscation. The 
common sense of the house will not 
accept such legislation, 

The Sunday law will probably stand 
as it now is upon the statute books. 
The Gale Sunday golf bill has beeo 
defeated by the vote of SO to 12, 
counting pairs, and the house, follow- 
ing up that line of action, has accepted 
without debate the adverse reports 
upon repealing the law which makes 
Sunday a close season for birds and 
game and for the shooting of game and 
marsh water fowl on Sundays, There 
is pending the bill to repeal the law 
imposing a penalty of $10 for fishing 
Sundays, but it would not be strange if 
it were defeated, considering the other 


votes for the present Sunday, even 
though the committee on fish and game 
reported the bill favorably. Though 
the bootblacks got their bill to allow 
to them to work as late as 11 o’clock 
Snnday > mornings, yet another bill to 
permit bootblacks in railroad stations 
to work all day Sunday was defeated in 
the house by a practically unanimous 
vote. It was said in the brief discus- 
sion on it that the 11 o'clock law is 
already stretched so that bootblacks 
work as late as 2 o'clock Sunday after 
noons, 

The house made a _ record yesterday 
which was reversed today but it is 
worth mention that by 3: yeas to 43 
nays it refused to reject the resolve for 
a constitutional amendment providing 
that constitutional amendments must 
be submitted to the people by the 
legislature upon the petition of 75,000 
legal votes.

At the time of the institution of 
Raral lodge in 1801, Washington street 
was not in existence or the Quincy 
Point bridge. The Neponset bridge 
and turnpike were not opened until 
1803. The stage was the rapid transit 
and horseback riding was common. 
There were no steam cars or street 
cars, and it was the custom of many 
people to walk to Boston. The situa- 
tion in Randolph was about the same, 


but the town was seven or eight miles 


further from Boston. 


Liberal quotations were made from 
the records of the Grand Lodge
